they had them ſecure 3 whereupon there was a Detachment drawn out of 
Five Thouſand under the Command of Colonel O. Kelly, who rot only 
intended to make a prey of this remnant of Brave men, but thereby to 
ſecure all the Cattle of that part of the Countrey for the Late King 
 "ames's ule. And accordingly having+ marched as far as Boyle, 11 order 
to proſecute their Defign, which the Enniskiling Men ſcorning to be 
avridged of their Liberty, reſolved to give them the meeting; and there. 
upon drew out their whole Force, and marched twenty Miles to find 
ttm out and fight them, knowing that all Victory 1s to be attributed to 
God alore, and that he is able ro fave by a tew.

General O Kely, the reſt beganto run, fo that our Army had the Purſuit 
of them for five or fix Miles, taking three or four hundred Priſoners, with 
three Colonels more, to wit, Colonel Dion, my Lady Izrconnel's Son.in- 
law, Colonel! Boark,Colonel Fera/.This great Victory was obtained with the 
lots of very few men on our fide ; and thereby we have got a vaſt Boo- 
ty of Catte!, as is believed, eight or nine hundred Head of black Cattel, 
snd a whole Country at our Command; The General was very well plea- 
{cd, and rewarded the Gentleman that brought him the News, and was 
in the Action. This Battel was fought the 24th. of this Iaſt Month: Our 
Men were not above five hundred when we began the Fight. He alſo 
gives account by Deſerters, that at Dublin there 1s a Proclamation pro- 
hibiting the Importation of Engliſh and Scotch Coal, and that Dublin Streets 
were peſtered with Tart, as it uſed to be with Butter-milk. Thoſe Boats
